TUNIS (R) — Arab League Secretory-General Chadli Klibi was 
due to leave here Tuesday for Saudi Arabia to attend a meeting in 
Taif Wednesday to examine the situation in Lebanon, league 
sources said. A six-member committee was set up last weekend by 
Arab foreign ministers meeting in Tunis who failed to agree on a 
joint Arab stand on Israel invasion of Lebanon. A Kuwaiti 
newspaper, A1 Watan, has criticised the league over its handling 
of the Lebanon issue and called for the resignation of Mr. Klibi. 
There is growing press criticism of 'the Tunis-based league and 
Arab governments for their inability to take joint action against 
lsraeFs invasion of Lebanon more than three weeks ago. There 
have also been angry outbursts at the outcome of the foreign 
ministers* meeting in T unis on Sunday to consider a possible sum- 
mit on Lebanon. Only nine ministers attended and decided to set 
up a committee to formulate a common Arab stand.

Qasem briefs 
NCC committee 


AMMAN (Petra)— The Foreign, 
Relations Committee of the 
National Consultative Council 
(NCC) met on Monday under 
Speaker Suleiman Arar. During 
the meeting, the committee heard 
a detailed explanation from Fore- 
ign Minister Maiwan A1 Qasem 
on the latest developments of the 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon. 

Mr. Qasem explained that 
Israel “is determined to continue 
and expand the massacre it has 
started and has a premeditated 
intention to occupy and destroy 
the city of Beirut” He said, 
“Israel would not have been able 
to cany out such a massacre had it 
not been for the absence of Arab 
solidarity and unity.”

Mubarak’s note to Paris 
urges peace for Lebanon 


PARIS (R) — Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak Tuesday sent a 
personal message to French Pres- 
ident Francois Mitterrand caning 
for joint action to help speed up a 
peaceful solution in the aftermath 
of the Israeli invasion of Lebanon. 

The message was delivered in 
Paris by Egyptian Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs Boutros 
Ghali after Mr. Mitterrand 
returned from a European com- 
munity summit which issued a 
condemnation of Israel's invasion 
of Lebanon. 

Dr. Boutros Ghali told repor- 
ters after a meeting w ith President 
Mitterrand which lasted 45 
minutes that Egypt and France 
shared views on resolving the 
crisis in Lebanon and the purpose 
of his visit to Paris was to coor- 
dinate the two countries’ pos- 
itions. 

The Egyptian envoy said: “I 
have handed a message from Pres- 
ident Mubarak to President Mit- 
terrand. The purpose of this visit is 
to find common action for a quick 
solution to end the Israeli aggres- 
sion against the Palestinians and 
the Lebanese Republic.” 

He described the European 
community’s declaration as a posi- 
tive contribution to the solution of 


' the Lebanese crisis. 

“ We need more such actions to 
help both the Palestinian people 
and the Lebanese people,” he 
' added. 

Dr. Ghali said in answer to a 
question that Egypt wanted to 
save the Palestinian cause from 
extermination. 

“We believe that the PLO 
(Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation) is one of the most impor- 
tant elements of the Palestinian 
people and that it should be pre- 
served in the interest of peace and 
in the interest of a peaceful sol- 
ution to the Middle East crisis." he 
said. 

Dr. Ghali added: “ We hope our 
consultations will reinforce polit- 
ical and diplomatic cooperation 
between Egypt and France not 
only on a bilateral level but also 
within the framework of the 
United Nations.” 

Immediately after conferring 
with President Mitterrand, Dr. 
Ghali held talks with French 
External Relations Minister 
Claude Cbeysson on working out 
the details of the proposed joint 
action, French and Egyptian offi- 
cials said.

Last Iraqi soldier leaves Iran 


BEIRUT (R) — The last Iraqi 
soldiers left Iran Tuesday, pulling 
back to the international border 
and ending their 21 -month-long 
occupation of Iranian border 
areas. 

An Iraqi armed forces state- 
ment said Iraqi troops had com- . 
pleted a unilat eral withdrawal, 
promised nine days ago in the 
hope of bringing Iran to the 
ne go tiating table and winding up 
the long conflict. 

The statement said the Iraqi 
army was now on full alert on the 
border and warned Iran, against 
opening fire on Iraqi units or 
threatening Iraqi territory. 


“Iraqi forces are fully prepared 
to teach them a cruel lesson if they 
continue in their error and try to 
detract from Iraq's sovereignty," 
the statement added. 

The Iraqi withdrawal restored 
to Iran the border towns of 
Qasr-e-Shirin, Mahran and 
Sumar, as well as areas in the 
western Iranian provinces of 
Kermanshahan and Ham. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein, announcing the withdrawal 
earlier this month, said the move 
would neutralise Iran's excuse for 
continuing the war and would win 
Iraq international support. 

Bdt Iran has said the with- 


draw ai, which is coupled with a 
unilateral Iraqi decision not to 
shoot first, does not fulfil aH its 
conditions for a political set- 
tlement. 

Tehran is demanding billions of 
dollars in war reparations, the 
punishment of the “aggressor” 
and the repatriation of thousands 
of Iraqi dissidents expelled to Iran 
at the start of the war. 

President Hussein said the 
withdrawal should smooth the 
way to a mediated, solution and 
improve Iraq's military position. 
Iraqi soldiers would fight the har- 
der when retreat meant aban- 
doning their own land, he said. 


Baghdad reshuffles government 


BEIRUT (R) — Iraq has 
announced a government 
reshuffle and a cut in the size of its 
powerful Revolutionary Com- 
mand Council (RCC). 

Apart from the rep l ace m ent of 
Oil Minister Tayeb Abdul Karim 
by Qassem Ahmad Taqi, the 
reshuffle largely involved little- 
known figures. The moves fol- 
lowed s imilar changes announced 
on Sunday in the ruling Iraqi 
Baath Party command. 

The latest changes, which fol- 
lowed a four-day meeting of the 
Baath Party, were reported Mon- 
day in a despatch from Baghdad 
by the Iraqi News Agency (INA). 

Nine people were dropped from 
tte RCC, a type of inner cabinet, 
now reduced to 10 members. The 
RCCs new secretary-general is 
Kbaled Abdul Monem Rashid, 
who was also appointed chief of 
the presidential cabinet 

Another new member is Vice- 


Karim and five other men 
dropped from the RCC were 
appointed to the apparently much 
less important post of advisers in 
the office of popular organ- 
isations. 


Eight ministers were dropped 
and 10 were appointed. Of those 
dropped the only one who 
appeared to gain promotion was 
former Religious Endowments 
Minister Abdul Ghani Abdul 
Gbafour. He became an adviser to 
President Hussein and was 
appointed on Sunday to the Baath 
Party command.

Negotiations at new pitch 


to break Beirut stalemate 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Lebanese and Palestinian 
leaders Tuesday continued consultations on meeting 
demands for withdrawal of Palestinian and Israeli 
forces from in and around Beirut. 


Officials of the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) 
insisted the commandos would 
never lay down their arms and 
leave the country. They said PLO . 
forces were ready for a fight to the 
death if Israeli troops encircling 
Beirut moved in to attack the city. 

But Lebanese government and 
diplomatic sources said the PLO 
had agreed in principle to “an 
honourable withdrawal' from the 


country. 

Proposals already relayed by 
U.S. special envoy Philip Habib 
have drawn a guarded welcome m 
Israel. Israeli officials said there 
was foundation for hope that the 
problem could be settled without 
launching an all-out assault on 
Beirut. 

At the same time Israel has 
served notice that it cannot wait 
indefinitely for a political solution. 

Ihe consultations in Beirut 
extended over a wide range of the 
Lebanese political spectrum. 

Mr. Habib met Prime Minister 
Shaftq Al Wazzan and Foreign 
Minister Fuad Boutros. President 
Elias Sarkis dropped out of the 
discussions, pleading 31 health. 

PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat 
conferred with former Premier 
Saeb Sal am, who has been serving 
as intermediary between' the 
Palestinian and Lebanese leaders. 
Details of these discussions were 
not disclosed.

Just what constitutes a token 
unit was expected to take up much 
of the bargaining time. Also open 
to question was how many of the 
forces would have to leave. 

Israeli estimates put the PLO 
force in Beirut at between 5,000 
and 6,000 men. Many of these 
could throw away their arms and 
melt into the refugee camps 
before an evacuation got under 
way. 


Meanwhile, Israeli Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon urged 
Palestinian forces in Beirut to lay 
down their arms, and warned that 
Israeli forces were capable of 
“uprooting this terrorist centre.” 

Opening a Knesset (par- 
liament) debate on the war in 
Lebanon, Mr. Sharon said Israel 
was not anxious to fight or to 
“humiliate” the PLO forces in 
the city. 

But he added: “The terrorists 
had better do some soul-searching 
at this moment of truth.” 

Mr. Sharon, the main architect 
of the three-week-old invasion, 
said Israel was giving the PLO 
men time to lay down their guns 
and leave the rity. 

Earlier a senior Israeli official 
warned that the government was 
not prepared to wait indefinitely 
and accused the PLO of playing 
for time. 

He rejected as “absurd" some 
of the PLO’s reported conditions 
for evacuating their strongholds in 
West Beirut.

Mr. Sharon has been accused by 
critics of not seeking cabinet 
authorisation for extending the 
war beyond its originally declared 
objectives. But he told parliament 
he had consulted his feUow- 
ministers at every stage - 


Clasping a bundle of cabinet 
minutes, he read excerpts from the 
official documents which he said 
showed he followed government 
decisions. 

The defence minister said some- 
times the cabinet had not been 
unanimous and sometimes there 
had been heated debate but he 
had never failed to consult every 
step of the way. - ' 

Mr. Sharon said Israel was 
interested in the establishment of 
a strong, central government in 
Lebanon but its motive for the war 
was to clear PLO men out of artil- 
lery range of north Israel. 

He said the war would result in a 
“peace triangle" comprising 
Israel, Lebanon and Egypt which 
could later extend to the whole 
Middle East. 

Opposition leader Shimon 
Peres, whose Labour Party has 
become increasingly critical of the 
war's conduct, said he was against 
sending the army into Beirut. " 

For only the second time since 
Israel invaded Lebanon, the 
Knesset (parliament) was holding 
a debate on the war. 

Public support for the campaign 
has eroded with critics charging 
the government over-reached ' 
itself by taking the invasion bey- 
ond its originally declared target 
of driving the commandos out of 
artillery range. 

Some members of the Labour, 
opposition told reporters they 
.would table a motion declaring 
that under no circumstances 
should Israeli forces enter West 
Beirut. 

Government backbenchers said 
such a motion would weaken 
Israel's negotiating stance. “ If the 
PLO ever knows Israel has ruled 
out going into Beirut, it will sit 
tight,” one parliamentarian, Ron- 
nie M3o of the ruling Likud Bloc, 
said. 


Israelis question truth of reports. 
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U.S. says Israeli demand is in a ‘ sensitive stage’ 


WASHINGTON (R) — The 
White House said Tuesday that- 
talks on Israel's demand for Pales- 
tinian commandos to lay down 
their arms and leave Beirut had 
reached a sensitive stage. 

Spokesman Larry Speakes 
refused to assess the prospects for 
a settlement that would head off 
an Israeli assault on Palestinians 
entrenched in the Lebanese cap- 
ital 

“This is a moment for silence," 
he said, echoing George Shultz's 
remark after being named by 
President Reagan last week to 
succeed outgoing Secretory of 
State Alexander Haig. 

Mr. Speakes said the White 
House was pleased that the cease- 


fire called by Israel last Friday was 
still in force. 

He stud U.S. envoy Philip 
Habib was pursuing administ- 
ration gpals for restoring peace in 
Lebanon following Israel's June 6 
invasion and added, “I cannot 
characterise the talks but we are in 
a period of sensitive negoti- 
ations.” 

The State Department Monday 
announced the U.S. plan included 
an end to armed Palestinian pre- 
sence in and around Beirut, with- 
drawal of Israeli forces near the 
capital, redeployment of foreign 
forces, meaning Syrian, from the 
area, and deployment of the 
Lebanese army there. 

The U.S. position fell short of 


Israel's demand that all Pales- 
tinian fighters leave Lebanon after 
being disarmed. 


Officials said the basis of the 
U.S. approach was to re-establish 
Lebanese authority through a 
strong central government able to 
control its own territory.

EEC calls for simultaneous Israeli,

BRUSSELS (R) — The European 
Economic Community (EEC) 
called Tuesday for the imm ediate 
withdrawal of Israeli forces from 
around Beirut and a s imultane ous 
pullout of Palestinian commandos 
in the west of the Lebanese cap- 
itaL 

A statement issued by com- 
munity leaders after a Brussels 
summit meeting said peace in 
Lebanon required the withdrawal 
of all foreign forces except those 
that might be authorised by a 
legitimate and broadly rep- 
resentative Lebanese gov- 
ernment. 0

Diplomats said West Germany 
and The Netherlands had 
suggested that the PLO should not 
be specifically mentioned in the 
text but had backed down after 
France insisted that a reference 
was essential. 

At a summit meeting in Venice 
two years ago, EEC leaders called 
for the association of the PLO 
with Middle East peace negoti- 
ations. Tuesday’s statement did 
not appear to go beyond that.

Zarqa suffers water shortage 
‘due to rise in temperature’ 


ZARQA (J.TJ — Zarqa Mayor 
Salameh A1 Ghweiri has said that 
the main reason for the current 
shortage of water in Zarqa is the 
increased consumption of water 
resulting from the rise in temp- 
eratures and the increased 
number of summer visitors from 
the Gulf states. 

Mr. Ghweiri said that the pump- 
ing capacity of the Zarqa water 
network is 1 ,000 cubic metres per 
hour and that the pumping sta- 
tions are operating 24 hours a day 
non-stop. Nevertheless, they can- 
not meet the needs of the resi- 
dents. 

Mayor Ghweiri explained that 


the water network in the city does 
not allow the control of water dis- 
tribution to the various areas on 
regular basis because the network 
is old and the flow of water cannot 
be controlled or regulated. 

Work is currently underway to 
seperate the water distribution 
network in ‘Ujan area from the 
rest of the city, and this would 
alleviate the shortage to a great 
extent. 

Mr. Ghweiri said he expected 
that the shortage would be offset 
in a short period time, particularly 
when the ‘Ujan network is sep- 
e rated and the weather becomes 
milder.

1. The ten maintain their vigorous 
condemnation of the Israeli inva- 
sion of Lebanon. They are greatly 
concerned about the situation in 
that country and in particular in 
Beirut. They believe that the pre- 
sent ceasefire must at all costs be 
preserved. 

This ceasefire should be accom- 
panied on one hand by an 
immediate withdrawal of Israeli 
forces from their positions around 
the Lebanese capital as a first step 
towards their complete with- 
drawal, and on the other hand by a 
simultaneous withdrawal of the 


2. The establishment of a final 
peace in the Lebanon requires the 
complete and prompt withdrawal 
of Israeli forces from that country 
as well as the departure of all fore- 
ign forces except those which may 
be authorised by a legitimate and 
broadly representative gov- 
ernment of Lebanon whose 
authority would be fully rees- 
tablished over all its national ter- 
ritory. The ten support all efforts 
for the achievement of these 
objectives. 

3. For the present the ten have 
decided to continue their activity 
to bring relief to the population in 
distress and. in this context, call on 
all parries to act in accordance 
whh Security Council Resolutions 
511 and 5 12 and to cooperate with 
the responsible international 
agencies as well as with UN1FEL 
(United Nations Interim Force in 
Lebanon ). They are also ready in 
due course to assist in the recon- 


struction of the country. 

4. Anxious to initiate, over and 
above the settlement of the 
Lebanese problem, the lasting 
restoration of peace and security 
in the region, the ten wish to see 
negotiations based on tbe prin- 
ciples of security for all states and 
justice for all peoples. All the par- 
ties concerned should be associ- 
ated with these and thus should 
accept one another's existence. 

Israel will not obtain the sec- 
urity to which it has a right by 
using force and creating fairs 
accomplis but it can find this sec- 
urity by satisfying the legitimate 
aspirations of the Palestinian peo- 
ple. who should have the oppor- 
tunity to exercise their right to 
self-determination with all that 
this implies. 

They believe that for negoti- 
ations to be possible the Pales- 
tinian people must be able to 
commit themselves to them and 
thus to be represented at them. 
The position of the ten remains 
that the PLO should be associated 
with the negotiations. 

The ten wish to see the Pales- 
tinian people in a position to pur- 
sue their demands by political 
means and wish that the achieve- 
ment of these should take account 
of the need to recognise and 
respect the existence and security 
of all.

Threshold of ‘surrender 1 


IT IS DIFFICULT to perceive the limits of 
human endurance of physical and mental tor- 
ture unless one is actually subjected to them. 
Although the threshold of surrender varies 
widely from one person to another, such var- 
iation is tied to a common denominator 
underlining all human beings. 

But, when can the word “surrender" be 
used interchangeably with terms like tem- 
porary surrender, change in strategy, mak- 
ing the most out of a bad situation or giving 
up?

How does' 
one define and draw the line with such terms 
and means? 

Such questions are raised as one wonders 
on the outcome of the current crisis in Leba- 
non. Although the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation fPLO) has maintain ed that it 
will never give up its objectives, what would 
be the significance if it did surrender its 
weapons, and which term of the above would 
apply in such a situation? History has been 
full of events when leaders and peoples have 
given up in one way or another, only to see 
that their so-called surrender has been the 
key to their ultimate victory. 

If the PLO did surrender its weapons, and 
if there were any shame entailed, this shame 
would be borne by all the PLO’s friends who 


previously vowed to support it and who con- 
tributed to bring about such a calamity. And 
if the PLO did surrender its weapons, it 
would not be the end of the Palestinian entity . 
The Palestinian spirit exists, everywhere, and 
is not tied down to any building or person. 
The Palestinians existed long before Beirut 
and long before Yasser Arafat, and will 
remain after Beirut and after Arafat. 

It is ironic to see the Israelis fighting hard to 
exterminate the armed presence of Pales- 
tinians in Beirut. Even if they succeeded in 
disarming them, they would discover, to their 
disappointment, that they have been fighting 
in the wrong place, and that the Palestinian 
spirit did not exist only in Beirut. 

Ironically too, the Israelis are trying to 
prove now exactly the contrary of what they 
have struggled for ages to disprove. The 
Israelis have always maintained that the 
“Jewish spirit" could not be exterminated 
despite all pressures it has been subjected to. 
some of them much more disastrous than the 
current Beirut crisis. If so, how can they 
expect to annihilatp the Palestinian spirit? 
Should not the Jews be the first people to 
sympathise with the Palestinians and alleviate 
their suffering? After all, have they not tasted 
the threshold of surrender? 


JORDAN’S ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 

A l Ra’i: Evicting Palestinians will create more problems 


Evidently, all the sides concerned with treating the 
effects of the Zionist invasion of Lebanon have 
restricted their activity to what we might cal] the “ Beirut 
crisis", and focused their attention on one question only, 
namely the disarming of the Palestinian forces and mak- 
ing them leave Beirut. This means that it is the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) and the Lebanese peo- 
ple. and not the Zionist invasion forces, who are 
requested to shoulder the responsibility of resolving the 
crisis, by making a unilateral concession stipulating the 
Lebanese people's acceptance of the occupation of their 
territory and the relinquishment by the PLO of its milit- 
ary and political presence, and consequently, all the 
gams it has achieved for the Palestinian people in many 
years of struggle and sacrifices. Although we realise the 
great danger posed to the Lebanese capitaL we should 
say that Beirut is not dearer than the freedom of the 
Lebanese people or more important than the right of the 
PaJestinian people to continue their heroic struggle to 
regain their land. 

The United States, which has from the very start led 


the mad campaign to liquidate the Palestinian people, 
seeks now to offer Lebanon's freedom and the head of 
the PLO as an award for the invaders under the guise of 
restoring the sovereignty to a country whose sovereignty 
is being violated by Zionist forces and American-made 
arms. From here, we should address this question to the 
international community, particularly the European 
leaders currently meeting in Brussels: How can the 

international community overlook the reality of organic 
link between the Lebanese crisis and the Palestinian 
issue, and how can it allow 1 the undermining of the Pales- 
tinian people's right to existence and to carrying on their 
struggle to achieve their goals? The “Beirut crisis" is 
only a partial aspect of the more comprehensive and 
more important issue, namely the PaJestinian problem. 

Evicting the Palestinian forces from Beirut in the way 
Israel and the United States want will not contribute to 
the solution of this problem, but will create more prob- 
lems and crises in other pans of the Middle East and the 
world. 


Al Diistour: Jordan and Soviet Union hold similar views 


His Majesty King Hussein returned to Amman on Mon- 
day at the end of a \ isit to the Soviet Union and talks 
with the Soviet leaders. These talks will enhance the 
relations of friendship and cooperation between the two 
countries. The talks primarily dealt with the dangerous 
situation in Lebanon, and the two sides warned against 
the consequences of this situation unless the Israeli 
aggression on Lebanon is stopped and Israel is forced to 
withdraw its forces from Lebanon. King Hussein's talks 
\\ ich the Soviet leaders affirmed that the views of the two 
sides were identical on the Israeli invasion of Lebanon, 
and on what should be done to achieve just and durable 
peace in the area, based on Israel 1 s withdrawal from all 


the occupied Arab territories and the recognition of the 
Palestinian people s right to establish their independent 
state under the leadership of the PLO. King Hussein's 
visit to Moscow is of special significance, particularly 
after the conspiratorial role of the United States against 
the Palestinian and Lebanese peoples has been revealed. 

This makes the United States untrustworthy in the peace 
endeavours, and consequently, rejuvenates the Soviet 
call for convening a special mternarionai conference on 
the Middle East crisis, a call which Jordan has welcomed 
and stiH considers as a practical step guaranteeing the 
establishment of peace in the area. 


Much politics in science, little science in politics 


PRACTISING politics and 
application of science have 
been odd features in Jordanian 
establishments. Science has 
been marred by political man- 
oeuvring. whereas politics has 
not even had the chance to be 
marred by science. Scientists 
have been turned into politi- 
cians, and they excelled in their 
new “profession”, but. alas, 
politicians who have been 
turned into scientists have not 
had a comparable success. 

Scientific establishments in 
Jordan are getting engaged in 
politics io their relationship 
with other establishments, as 
well as in their internal affairs. 
Such an involvement has 
placed a burden on their efforts 
and has distracted their atten- 


tion away from their goals. In 
some instances this involve- 
ment has been imposed upon 
them by the entangled maze of 
politics and bureaucracy, 
whilst in other cases it has been 
initiated and carried over by 
the scientists themselves, who 
have had a feeling of superior- 
ity. w ho have liked to apply sci- 
entific theories to politics, or 
who have become so bored 
with science that they opted for 
the "easier" and” less demand- 
ing" route of politics. Science 
has been the victim in the polit- 
ical battles waged by the sci- 
entific institutions and boosted 
by the inappropriate deleg- 
ation of duties amongst them. 

The infiltration of politics 
into the scientific establ- 


ishments has not been matched 
by that science into the political 
establishments. Whereas the 
term “scientific politics" has 
emerged in the scientific establ- 
ishments, the term “political 
sciences" has disappeared 
from the political ones. As 
everybody likes to talk and 
practise politics, ' “politics" 
itself has been- deprived of its 
'significance and implications, 
in the broad sense of the term. 

The dividing line between 
science and politics should be 
clearly marked. T^tis does not 
imply, of course, that the two 
disciplines should be segre- 
gated. One the. contrary, poli- 
tics should be made use of in 
the organisation and running of 


scientific activities, and science 
should be die base upon which 
politics hinges. The interaction 
between these two fields Has to 
be delicately formulated. 

An example of such interac- 
tion is the utilisation of sci- 
entific theories and methods to 
draft tong-term strategies for 
the political, economic, edu- 
cational industrial or other 
sectors. Some efforts have 
been expanded in this respect, 
but they have not been com- 
prehensive nor coherent- The 
strategies laid out and the 
policies adopted have mainly 
been of a short-term transient 
nature, and have been charac- 
terised by processes of reaction 
rather than action. In many 


cases, decisions are taken on' 
the spot and in response to an 
event occurring or changing 
course. With experience on. the 
part of the decision-maker, 

such instantaneous decisions 
work, but- with no experience 
they lead to disaster. The prior 
evaluation of strategic and 
potential alternatives to face afl 
probable events remains the 
safest line of action. A chess 
player experiences these 
“ttansUionf* stages by being 
in the “reaction" stage during 
his learning period, and then 
moving on to mote strategy 
planning and initiative as he 
correlates his scientific 
approach with his politico] 
management. 


Despite displeasure, U.S. -Egypt relations cannot change course

CAIRO — There have been 
increasing signs of Egyptian dis- 
pleasure with the United States 
since Israel invaded Lebanon, but 
government officials say it is still 
too early to say whet her long-term 
relations between Washington 
and Cairo will be significantly 
altered. 

Anti-American feeling here 
mounted after the the U.S. vetoed 
a U.N. Security Council resolution 
earlier this month condemning 
Israel for its action in Lebanon. 

It swelled further following the 
American veto this week of a 
French proposal calling for an 
immediate Israeli pull-back from 
the outskirts of Beirut. 

Members of Egypt's three 
opposition parties and the coun- 
try's government-controlled 
media have accused the U.S. of 
collusion with Israel and claimed 
that the Israeli invasion was 
blessed by Washington. 

"People here are obviously 
angered and frustrated by what 
looked like a U.S.- Israeli con- 
spiracy against the Arab World." 
one university professor said. 

Disappointment in the super- 
power which Egyptians believed 
to be Cairo's strongest supporter 
has been publicly shared by Pres- 
ident Hosni Mubarak and his gov- 
ernment. 

“If the present situation in 
Lebanon persisted, U.S. relations 
with Arab governments would 


suffer." Mr. Mubarak warned. 

The Egyptian government, 
political analysts here believe, is 
now left with the difficult job of 
maintaining the U.S. as a partner 
in the Middle East peace process 
while at the same time criticising 
its role in Lebanon. 

The government so Far has 
adopted a "wait and see policy." 
hoping that the U.S. will ulti- 
mately be capable of bringing 
about a settlement in the Leban- 
ese conflict. 

The Minister of State for Fore- 
ign Affairs. Dr. Boutros Boultos 
GhalL says the continuation of the 
peace process between Egypt and 
Israel now depends on how the 
Lebanese conflict is settled. 

"The Israeli invasion of Leba- 
non was an assault on the peace 
process in which the U.S. is a foil 
partner." Dr. Ghali told Reuters. 
"Now. we just have to wait and 
see." 

Lebanon decides self-rule 

While in Washington earlier 
this month. Mr. Mubarak's top 
policy adviser. Osama Baz. said 
Cairo wanted negotiations with 
Israel over Palestinian autonomy 
restarted as soon as possible and 
that it would like to accelerate 
progress. 

The talks, aimed at granting 
self-rule for 1 .3 million Arabs liv- 
ing under Israeli rule in the West 
Bank and Gaza Srrip. have 
achieved little progress since they 
began more than three years ago. 


Sayed Yassin, director of the 
centre for political and strategic 
studies, believes the talks will 
resume once a solution is found to 
the conflict in Lebanon. 

"The position taken by 
Washington towards the Israeli 
action has certainly caused some 
embarrassment to the government 
which has repeatedly asserted that 
the U.S. was the government 
which has repeatedly asserted that 
the U.S. was the key to a possible 
comprehensive settlement in the 
area." Mr. Yassin said. 

He said he did not expect any 
dramatic setback in Egyptian- 
American relations, but said the 
opposition's anti-U.S. campaign 
would continue well after the 
Lebanese conflict was over. 

The role of the U.S. as a full 
partner in bringing peace to the 
area would now be regarded with 
some distrust and suspicion. Mr. 
Yassin added. 

The leader of the small Leftist 
Unionist Progressive Party. 
Khaled Moheiddin. said relations 
between the two countries would 
probably remain unchanged but 
that they were certain to suffer at 
the popular level. 

Massive unreliable aid 

But many here believe that 
U.S.-Egyptian ties have become 
so important that Cairo cannot 
afford any deterioration in rela- 
tions. 

U.S. economic assistance to 



Egypt is currently running at more 
than SI billion a year, making 
Egypt the second largest recipient 
of foreign aid after Israel. 

A large portion of the aid is used 
to help Egypt in its efforts to red- 
ress its balance of payments and to 1 
finance its huge food imports, sav- 
ing the treasury a great deal of 
much-needed foreign currency. 

Both countries are also involved 
in an anfbitious programme to 
modernise the Egyptian armed 
forces with the U.S. providing 


some $900 million in military cre- 
dits a year. 

The U.S. is participating in 
numerous other projects ranging 
from nuclear power technology 
and family planning to sewerage 

systems. 

- “The U.S. role in the Lebanese 
conflict and the apparent inability 
of Egypt to react to it vigorously 
should perhaps teach the gov- 
ernment not to rely so much on 
American aid,'* Mr. Moheiddin 
said.

Ideas to solve airport problems 

To the Editor: 

1 read, with interest, Randa Habib's column regarding the 
situation at the airport and the subsequent letters from Miss. 
Lamia and Mrs. Rashid. I think we all have one thing in common: 
We find the sight and plight of poor people living on side-walks 
and curbs without adequate shelter, food sources and security, to 
be upsetting and dismaying. Whether deprived of decent living 
standards either by war, economic hardship or poor civil planning 
and facilities, the people in such difficulties cannot fail but draw a 
response from those made aware of their suffering. 

Three women, each in her own way, have said the same thing; 
Such a situation should be deplored and remedied. The following 
possibilities could be considered: 

1. Make sure all expatriate contract workers (the bulk of whom 
are low-wage earners) receive folly confirmed airline tickets 
before leaving their residence, especially if they all in transit 
through Jordan. 

2. For those ticket holders who arrive on the day of their flight, 
permission sohould be given to wait in the waiting hall or the 
departure lounge at the airport and. if their flights are delayed, be 
allowed to remain there until their departure. This is a right all 
travellers have, and should be offered to all equally. 

3. Expand canteen, waiting areas and lavatory facilities with tem- 
porary structures until the new airport isopened. The new airport, 
itself, is an excellent opportunity for Jordan to provide adequate, 
if even border line services, to all travellers staying or in transit. 

4. Bearing in mind that this tremendous overload is due to inade- 
quate present facilities due soon to be ameliorated by the new 
airport, coupled with extra air traffic that ordinarily goes directly 
to Baghdad, this situation should be an object lemon on ways to 
prevent such a difficulty re-occurring. 

There has been too much talk lately of “foreigners”, not only 
against non-Arabs, but Arabs as welL There has been too much 
suffering of homeless and hungry very near to our home. Whether 
in Beirut or Jerusalem or Amman, regardless of the cause, those 
wbo are forced unjustly to go without are due our help, support 
and application of creative ideas. Whether a political prisoner, a 
bombed-out home owner or an unskilled sojourner in a far coun- 
try, we can look at them with compassion and say: “There, but for 
God’s Grace, I am.”

“The Japanese began avoiding 
the country right after the sex tour 
scandals," the official said, refer- 
ring to the controversy in Japan 
over package tours which 
alleged gly included sex. 

The Japanese, who dominate 
the tourist scene in much of Asia, 
still comprised the largest group 
last year. But their numbers fell by 
25 per cent to 193,000. 

There were also less Australians 


and Americans visiting the coun- 
try where the S344 miffion earned 
from tourism in 1981 went some 
way in helping cover a chronic 
balance of payments deficit. 

In Manila’s 14 five-star hotels 
with 6,500 rooms, mostly built 
with government encouragement 
and assistance during the con- 
struction boom of the 1 970s. room 
occupancy averaged 67 per cent 
last year against 71 per cent in 


1980. 

Many of the hotels are now try- 
ing to get people from the pro- 
vinces to visit the capital- There is 
even a special package for 
Filipinos living in the 'capital who 
may want to spend a few days in a- 
five-star boteL 

Philippine Airlines (PAL), 
which has a monopoly of domestic 
routes, has since March been 
offering a 50 per cent discount for 
Filipino families who want to 
explore their country of more than 

7.000 islands. 

But the main emphasis ot the 
tourism ministry has been o^ 
Filipinos abroad. More than 

100.000 Filipinos are officially 
estimated to have visited the coun- 
try under the “come home” prog- 
ramme. 


That programme should get 
another boost with the intro- 
duction of thrice-weekly flights to 
Dhahran. Saudi Arabia, next 
month by PAL. The airline is also 
working on plans to fly to Kuwait. 
Dubai and Abu Dhabi. 

More than 100,000 Filipinos 
now work in the Gulf, according to 
official figures. 

The national airiine lost 595 
million pesos ($72 million) in 
1 981 , about 50 per cent more than 
in 1980. 

PAL has however reported a 
small operating profit in the first 
quarter this year and hopes to end 
1 982 with a small profit. But there 
is no such optimism among tour- 
ism officials.

LONDON (R) — Third seed 
Vitas Gerulaitis struggled through 
the third round as four women's 
seeds crashed in a series of 
Wimbledon shocks Tuesday. 

Gerulaitis, the flamboyant 
27-year-old New Yorker, pro- 
duced his version of the great 
escape act to beat Czechoslovak 
Davis Cup player Thomas Smid 
6-7, 3-6, 6-3. 6-4. 6-2. 

But only the top* three women 
-among the leading eight women's 
seeds were left to fight out the 
quarter-finals. 

The line-up is: Favourite Mar- 
tina Navratilova v unseeded 
Joanne Russell. 13th-seeded 
Anne Smith v either llth-seeded 
Benina Bunge or unseeded Candy 
Reynolds, 1 2th -seeded Billie Jean 
King v third-seeded Tracy Austin 
and tenth-seeded Barbara Potter 
v second-seeded Chris Lloyd. 

The only non-American among 
the last eight is West Ger man 
Bunge— and she lives in the 
United States. 

Out went fourth-seeded 
American Andrea Jaeger. 
Australian number six Wendy 
Turnbull, American number 
seven Pam Shriver and number 
nine Sylvia Hanika of West Ger- 
many. 

Jaeger was crushed by Smith 
6-4, 6-2, T urn bull was demolished 
by King 6-2, 6-3, Shriver went out 
6-2, 6-4 to Potter while Hanika 
became the second seeded victim 
of Russell, bowing out 6-4, 6-7. 
6-3.

Cool reception 
for Kuwait’s

KUWAIT (K) — Kuwait's World

Czech’s national squad to be rebuilt 

VIENNA (R ) — Czechoslovakia’s national soccer squad will have to 
be entirely rebuilt following its failure in the World Cup tournament 
in Spain, an official sports body said Tuesday. 

A report by the central committee of the Czechoslovak Physical 
Training Union, quoted by the Communist Party newspaper Rude 
Pravo. strongly criticised the performance of the team, eliminated 
from Group Four after failing to win any of their matches against 
Kuwait. England and France. 

“The coaches and the whole team must discover the decisive 
causes of the failure and should apparently reach the conclusion that 
the situation requires...a fundamental reconstruction of the team and 
of the concept of play.” the report said. 

The Czechoslovak squad returned home quietly last Friday, the 
day after their final match, a 1-1 draw against France.

A French spokesman quoted 
President Francois Mitterrand as 
telling the summit meeting that 
the Community should make it 
absolutely clear to Washington 
that its present trade policies were 
unacceptable in Europe. 

In New York Monday, British 
Junior Trade Minister Peter Rees 
described the U.S. duties on steel 
exports from the Community as an 
attempt to export unemployment 
from the United States to Europe. 

In remarks to the council on 
foreign relations, Mr. Rees said 
the United States, which imposed 
the duty on EEC steel it judged to 
be subsidised, was using a pro- 
tectionist weapon based on an 
unreasonable and arbitrary defin- 1 


hion of a subsidy. 

“It may be premature and 
exaggerated to talk in terms of a 
trade war, yer the danger of a 
series of measures and counter- 
measures... must be obvious to 
all.” he said. 

Meanwhile, diplomats said 
Denmark’s attitude could be cru- 


cial Tuesday when European 
Community ministers resume 
their efforts to reach an elusive 
common fisheries policy. 

They said Denmark emerged 
unsurprisingly Monday as the 

main critic of the Common Mar- 
ket commission ' 5 latest ideas for a 


settlement to end about six years 
of mainly fruitless haggling. 

“It must be a good compromise 
since nobody can agree on it," said 
Belgian Agriculture Minister Paul 
De Keersmaeker, the Council of 
Ministers president, before 
adjourning a short plenary session 
last night. 


Britain’s rail strike ends 


LONDON (R) — Britain's 
national rail strike ends at mid- 
night Tuesday. only 48 hours after 
it started. 

A groundsweli of protests from 
reluctant strikers led the National 
Union of Railwaymen (NUR) to 
call off the strike Monday a few 
hours after it had begun. Rail offi- 
cials had feared the strike would 
last many weeks. 

The back-to-work decision was 
taken by the annual conference of 
the NUR, which overruled the 
union's national executive. It 


agreed to take the dispute over 
pay and work methods to an inde- 
pendent tribunal. 

But delegates at the NUR con- 
ference in Plymouth voted to con- 
tinue the separate London under- 
ground train strike, called in pro- 
test against cuts in services. Many 
buses also joined the strike. 

But until the railwaymen go 
back to work, the country's public 
transport system will remain 
largely paralysed and London 
faces a second day of badly snarled 
roads. 

Roads into the capital were 
choked with traffic long before the 
normal rush hour Monday and 
some drivers were still struggling 
towards their destinations when 


early starters began jamming the 
outbound roads. 

British Rail and the under- 
ground carry more than 800,000 
commuters to jobs in London on 
normal working days. 

Public parks were turned .into 
vast parking lots and police esti- 
mated that some 600,000 drivers 
tried to fight their way into the city 
centre. 

Substantial numbers of NL1R 
members around the country 
defied their union's strike call. 

British Rail managed sporadic 
local services in some areas, but 

long-distance trains, freight trains 
and London's commuter services 
were all paralysed. 


Diplomatic observers said that 
while many delegations had rasied 
points about which they were 
unhappy— mainly concerning then- 
quotas for the more valuable types 
of fish— Denmark had been the 
sternest critic, describing the pac- 
kage as a whole as unacceptable. 

Denmark maintains that its 
23 J per cent share of Community 
fish under the commission's prop- 
osals is too low and takes insuf- 
ficient account of its traditional 
catch levels. 

The diplomats said Britain and 
France had indicated a readiness 
to use the commission's plan as a 
good basis for bargaining. 

But British Agriculture Minis- 
ter Peter Walker said the deal 
offered by the commission was the 
best it had yet devised because it 
would mean less access than those 
boats now enjoyed to areas bet- 
ween six and 1 2 miles off the Brit- 
ish coast. 

Dipbmatic sources said the 
British and French governments 
wanted solid progress in the cur- 
rent negotiations to prod 
Denmark into swallowing its own 
reservations and overseeing a final 
settlement early in its six-month 
Common Market presidency.

The plan also proposed the 
settng up of Pakistani business 
centres in Arab states and the 
formation of a ministerial com- 
mittee to oversee the plan's 
implementation. 


The export bureau believes 
agricultural products, consumer 
goods, machinery and building 
materials, could find markets in 
Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Dubai, the 
United Arab Emirates, Qatar, 
Oman and Bahrain. 

Meanwhile Pakistan Monday 
lifted import restrictions on a 
range of products hi a move 
designed to stimulate industrial 
output. 

Commerce Secretary Izhar U1 
Haq, in a televised speech, said 
about 90 items ranging from raw 
materials to manufacturing 
equipment could be freely 


imported from the start of the new 
financial year on July 1. 

The new policy was designed to 
stimulate industrial activity and 
increase the availability of raw 
materials, he said. 

At the same time he announced 
exports were expected to be 10 
per cent down on last year's S2.7 
billion, mainly as a result of the 
Internationa] recession. 

The latest import figures . 
showed that during the period 
from last July to March this year 
imports were $3.5 billion com- 
pared wirh S3.6 billion last year, 
he said.

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Geneva strategic arms talks begin 


GENEVA (R) — The United 
States and the Soviet Union began 
negotiations Tuesday on scrap- 
ping thousands of nuclear 
weapons in the biggest dis- 
armament cuts ever con- 
templated. 

Opening the first strategic arms 
talks for three years, both U.S. 
and Soviet diplomats said they 
were guardedly optimistic agree- 
ment was possible despite serious 
East-West tensions. 

U.S. chief delegate Edward 
Rowny and Soviet negotiator Vik- 
tor Karpov met privately to launch 
what both sides called a highly 
complex and possibly protracted 
bargaining process. 

The two men. fluent in each 
other's languages, are veterans of 
a strategic arms dialogue that 
started 13 years ago. They spent 
nearly seven years together in ear- 
lier negotiations. 

U.S. officials believe this past 
association will help them get to 
grips relatively quickly with the 
problems involved in the "sub- 


stantial reductions" both coun- 
tries say they want. 

The talks — labelled "START’ 
by the U.S. for Strategic Arms 
Reduction Talks — pick up where 
the 1979 U.S.-Soviet SALT II 
treaty left off after fixing limits on 
missile launchers. 

The treaty went into cold stor- 
age when Soviet troops marched 
into Afghanistan soon afterwards 
and has never been ratified, 
although its provisions are still 
being observed. 

President Reagan called SALT 
II "fatally flawed" and said it 
mainly benefitted Moscow by fail- 
ing to set limits on warheads. The 
START name was coined to 
emphasise his contention that new 
talks must seek genuine reduc- 
tions rather than modest limits. 

Mr. Rowny. a retired army gen- 
eral who quit the last talks after 
saying SALT provided only a “fig- 
leaf of equality." met Mr. Karpov 
at the grey stone villa used by the 
Soviet mission to the United 
Nations. 


U.S. officials said their first 
meeting was intended to lay pro- 
cedural guidelines for the negoti- 
ations. 

The full seven-man delegations 
will hold a first plenary session 
Wednesday to open discussions on 
a U.S. plan For a one-third cut in 
ballistic inter-continental war- 
heads and a big reduction of long- 
range missiles to 850 on each side. 

*A bold move’ 

The proposals, announced by 
President Reagan last month, 
offer the deepest cuts either side 
has suggested and were described 
by a senior American official here 
as the "boldest and most definitive 
in the arms arena so far." 

The American negotiator 
greeted Mr. Karpov in Russian as 
they posed for Cameramen, shak- 
ing hands and smiling. Mr. Karpov- 
slapped the American on the back 
before escorting him inside- 

Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev 


has proposed a strategic arms 
freeze and two weeks ago pledged 
that the Soviet Union would not 
be the Gist country to use nuclear 
weapons.

Probe ordered into loss 
of shuttle rocket boosters 


KENNEDY SPACE CENTRE 
(R) — The U.S. Space Agency has 
ordered a probe into the loss of 
S36 million worth of hardware 
which helped launch the space 
shuttle Columbia. 

The agency said Monday it 
appeared that two spent rocket 
boosters sank in the Atlantic 
because their main parachutes 
failed. The agency planned to 
recover the rockets to use in future 
space flights. 

A space agency statement said: 
"Preliminary investigation into 
the loss of the solid fuel boosters ... 
indicates that the decelerates sys- 
tem malfunctioned." 

Aboard the shuttle, astronauts 
Ken Mattingly and Henry Hart- 
sfield began their second night’s 
sleep and were reported in good 
health by their flight surgepn at 
mission control in Houston. 
Texas. 

Spacelab mission 

KENNEDY SPACE CENTRE 
(R) — While the first West Euro- 
pean to fly in space orbits earth in 
a Soviet spacecraft, two other 
Europeans are in the United 
States preparing for a more elabo- 
rate international space venture. 

Wubbo Ockels of the Nether- 
lands and Ulf Merbold of West 
Germany are the prime can- 
didates to fly aboard the U.S. 
space shutde that takes the Euro- 
pean Spacelab into earth orbit for 
a week next year. 

"The situation is very dif- 
ferent.” Dr. Ockels said in an 
interview when asked to compare 
U.S.-European cooperation in 
space with the current Sovict- 
French mission. 

While Frenchman Jean-Loup 
Chretien will conduct a number of 
scientific experiments as he orbits 
the earth with four Russians, more 
■ than 70 scientific investigations 
will be conducted by the four sci- 
entists inside the European 
designed and built Spacelab. an 


Ultra-modern. self-contained 
research laboratory. 

Dr. Ockels. a 36-year-old phy- 
sicist who was born in Almelo. 
Netherlands, said Col- Chretien 
was invited by the Russians to par- 
ticipate in a joint venture and he is 
their guest in space. 

"It’s still a Russian prog- 
ramme.” he added in a telephone 
conversation from Huntsville. 
Alabama, where he is training for 
his mission. 

By contrast, he said, the Euro- 
pean Space Agency (ESA), a con- 
sortium of 10 West European 
nations, is a full partner with the 
U.S. National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration (NASA) in 
the spacelab project. 

"Spacelab is European," he 
said. ‘‘Europe is a partner with 
rights and expectations. It goes far 
beyond a political invitation. Our 
programme is much more exten- 
sive." 

ESA built the first Spacelab. 
which will be carried inside the 
space shuttle's cavernous cargo 
area, for about $1 billion and 
donated it to the U.S. space prog- 
ramme. 

Its most attractive feature is that 
it will allow as many as four non- 
astronaut scientists to go up in 
space, conduct their experiments 
and return to earth. 

Spaoelab is also flexible. It has 
several interchangeable elements 
which can be assembled in dif- 
ferent configurations to meet the 
scientific requirements of a par- 
ticular mission. 

Early Spacelab flights will have 
mixed crews and two or more 
American specialists and at least 
one European -- in addition to the 
two astronauts who will fly the 
shuttle itself. 

Later, individual nations will 
provide the entire scientific crew. 
West German already has con- 
tracted for such a flight and Japan 
is negotiating a similar arrange- 
ment.

Sometimes, which card 
you play from a combination 
is a matter of guesswork. But 
at other times circumstances 
might dictate your choice. 

At this vulnerability, we 
think that North is a little 
light for his preempt, 
especially since he had the 
worst possible distribution. 
Vulnerable, you should be 
within two tricks of your 
preempt, and North rated to 
take only six tricks. South's 
decision to bid three no 
trump "was perfectly normal. 


All that remained was for 
him to fulfill his contract. 

West led His fourth-best 
spade, East played the king 
and declarer made the 
technically correct play of 
holding up the ace. East con- 
tinued with the nine of 
spades, covered by the ten 
and won by the jack. West 

carefully returned the queen 
of spades, suggesting that his 
entry was in the higher rank- 
ing suit, i.e., hearts, and 
declarer was forced to win 
the ace. 

Declarer knocked out the 
ace of clubs, and East dutiful- 
ly shifted to a low heart. If 
you were declarer, which 
heart would you play from 
your hand? 

Had declarer needed a 
trick from the heart suit, he 
would have a pure guess 
whether to play the jack or 
the king. But a heart trick 
had no bearing on the out- 
come of the hand, for 
declarer had more than 
enough tricks from the minor 
suits alone. Declarer’s sole 
objective was to prevent 
West from gaining the lead 
to cash his spades. 

If declarer inserts the jack. 
West will get on lead 
whether he holds the queen 
or the ace. However, if 
declarer plays the king, West 
will be able to win only if he 
holds the ace. The play of the 
king stands twice the chance 
of that of the jack, and would 
succeed here. 


Israelis question their 
military’s credibility

TEL AVIV (R) — Israel’s boast 
that it tries to tell the truth in war- 
time is being increasingly ques- 
tioned as the oonflict in Lebanon 
drags on. 

Military communiques that 
blame the enemy for every flare- 
up in fighting and disproved 
claims that Palestinian commando 
leaders are dead or seeking dip- 
lomatic asylum have left many 
Israelis wondering how much to 
believe of what they are told. 

There have been constant com- 
plaints that unlike previous wars, 
the Israeli public is not being kept 
in the picture. 

Official statements have given 
few details of the fighting. Every 
day, Israeli newspapers and radio 
stations have quoted reports from 
Lebanese stations and news agen- 
cies in Beirut to convey a general 
idea of how the war is going. 

Even WAFA, the Palestinian 
commando news agency, has been 
used as a source by an Israeli 
media hungry for information and 
restricted by military censorship 
from providing a complete eye- 
witness account 

One newspaper cartoon 
suggested that listeners should pay 
their radio tax to Lebanon's 
Falangist radio instead to the 
Voice of Israel. 

"A huge gap between official 
protestations and front-line 
realities has characterised Oper- 
ation Peace for Galilee almost 
from the very start," the 


Jerusalem Post said in an editorial 
Tuesday. 

Israeli soldiers on the battleg- 
round have sometimes rediculed 
their own army's pro- 
nouncements. 

Last week while an Israeli milit- 
ary spokesman was telling jour- 
nalists in Tel Aviv of fierce artil- 
lery battles, a sergeant near the 
front said the fire had been 
entirely one way. "That means we 
are shooting at the Syrians.” he 
said. 

Despite censorship, word has 
drifted back from the front-line to 
relatives at home. Defence Minis- 
ter Ariel Sharon was asked about 
public scepticism over Israeli 
claims that is always the Syrians 
or Palestinians who break cease- 
fires. 

Israel had exploited Syrian 
ceasefire violations to take the 
Beirut- Damascus highway, he 
told a television interviewer. 

The minister accused the press 
of spreading "venom” which 
might damage military morale. 

The Jerusalem Post responded 
Tuesday by saying "that nothing 
could more dangerously under- 
mine the morale of the troops, and 
ultimately of the nation at large, 
than the conviction that the least 
credible version of events at the 
front is that put out by their own 
army spokesman." 

The leftist newspaper A1 
Hamishraar (On Guard) rejected 
the notion that criticism of the 
campaign was unpatriotic and said 
such claims had been used by 
Nazis. 


London charges Canadian 
with being a spy for Moscow 


LONDON (R) — A Canadian 
economist who admitted to Cana- 
dian journalists that he passed 
information to the Soviet Union 
has been arrested during a visit to 
Britain and chaiged with spying. 

Prof. Hugh George Hambleton, 
60. of Laval University in Quebec 
City, appeared in a London magis- 
trates court Monday charged 
under Section One of the Official 
Secrets Act — the law against 
espionage. 

The charge related to the time 
more than 20 years ago when he 


worked for NATO, the Western 
military alliance. 

The professor's contacts with 
the Soviet Union were widely pub- 
licised in Canada several years 
ago, but the Canadian gov- 
ernment said there was no ground 
for prosecution. 

Questioned about the case in 
Canada's parliament, Solicitor- 
General Bob Kaplan said in May 
1980 that Prof. Hambledton's 
activities had been investigated by 
the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. 


Chinese 


grandma 
kills leopard 

PEKING (R> — A crippled 
grandmother caught a leopard by 

the ears, wrestled it to the ground 
and then helped kill it with her 
bare hands, the Chinese press 
reported Tuesday. 

Mrs. Qi Deying. who can barely 
walk since her feet were bound 
from birth, was gathering herbs 
with her niece and grandchildren 
on a mountain in North China's 
Shaanxi province when the (six- 
foot) leopard attacked her. sink- 
ing his teeth into her arm. 

But Mrs. Qi. 67, grabbed it by 
the ears, wedged its jaw- shut with 
her right shoulder and forced it to 
the ground, the Shaanxi Daily 
said. 

Their bodies locked in combat, 
she and the leopard rolled more 
than 120 feet down the moun- 
tainside. bouncing off rocks 
before coming to rest in a wheat- 
field. it added. 

Mrs. Qi called out to her grand- 
children. who were hiding behind 
a boulder, to come to her aid. 
They tore branches off a tree and 
helped her beat the animal to 
death. 

Mrs. Qi. bruised and bleeding 
but otherw ise none the worse for 
the battle, told the new-spaper: 
"Whenever you are cornered, the 
only way out is to fight.” 


Draft will be 
back in U.S., 
study says 

WASHINGTON <R) — The 
United States will probably have 
to re-introduce compulsory milit- 
ary service during this decade, a 
private study group has said. 

The panel of the Arlantic Coun- 
cil. which specialises in 
European-American military 
issues, called on President Reagan 
to prepare Americans for the 
probable resumption of con- 
scription. 

It said that while current milit- 
ary manpower needs were being 
met through volunteer service, 
this was unlikely to continue. 


Yugoslavia 
winds up 
party congress 

BELG RA DE ( R ) — Y ugosla via' s 
ruling Communist Party Tuesday 
winds up its four-day congress, 
which has heard sharp criticisms of 
the economy, the bureaucracy and 
of neighbouring Albania. 

The congress will elect a new 
central committee, which will in 
turn elect a new 23-member 
policy-making party praesidium, 
only six of whose current members 
are expected to be re-elected. 

While reaffirming the main 
strategic lines of Yugoslavia's 
independent and non-aligned 
foreign policies and its unor- 
thodox brand of Communism, 
delegates have included some 
sharply critical comments on the 
state of the economy and on 
bureaucratisation of the party and 
the stare. 

The congress devoted much 
attention to relations with 
Albania. Delegates said that 
although Yugoslavia wanted 
friendly relations with its 
neighbour, it rejected what they 
said were attempts by Tirana to 
interfere in its internal affairs. 


Hanoi sacks veteran 


BANGKOK (R) — Vietnam’s 
former chief negotiator in the 
Paris peace talks. Xuan Thuy. has 
been dropped from the state 
council in what Western diplomats 
here said was the final stage of his 
political decline. 

But they said it was unlikely that 
the hardline Communist and 
revolutionary who spent bag 
periods in jail and in the jungle 
would have lost his posts as vice- 
president and secretary-general of 
the council but for poor health. 

Xuan Thuy. in his mid-70s, lost 
his job on the Communist Party 
central committee at the party 
congress in March. 

The state council is nominally 
Vietnam's lop policy-making 
body, but most important deci- 
sions are made in the party polit- 
buro, diplomats said. 

The Vietnam News Agency 
(VNA) named Xuan Thuy's suc- 
cessor on the council as South- 
erner Huynh Tan Phai. president 
of the provisional revolutionary 
government in the former South 


Vietnam during the war there. 

Mr. Phat, 70, has so far largely 
played a token role in the gov- 
ernment in Hanoi since the coun- 
try was reunited after the war. 

The appointment of Mr. Phat, 
who is not a member of the Com- 
munist Party, as state council 
vice-president was a gentle way of 
pushing him aside, one diplomat 
said. 

Vietnam’s highest ranking 
woman Communist. Nguyen Thi 
Dinh, was replaced as chairman of 
the medical and social affairs 
committee by Duong Quoc Chin h, 
chairman of a committee to inves- 
tigate alleged Chinese war crimes 
against Vietnam. 

Mrs. Dinh. former deputy 
commander of the Viet Cong 
army, is also head of the Vie- 
tnam's women's union. 

“The loss of her committee post 
conforms with the recent policy of 
not giving one person many jobs,’ ’ 
one diplomat said. " It is not a loss 
of prestige." 


San Franciscans 
banned from 
owning pistols 


SAN FRANCISCO (R) — San 
Francisco Monday became (he 
first major U.S. city to ban most 
residents from owning pistols. 

The city's governing council, 
the board of supervisors, passed 
ihe bill by a vote of six to four. 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein later 
signed it into law. saying: "We 
have had enough of death, dis- 
memberment and desecration in 
our society.” 

Mayor Feinstein look office 
after mayor George Moscone and 
supervisor Harvey Milk were shot 
dead by a former city supervisor in 
197S. 

Police said of 126 murders in 
the city Iasi year, at least 40 were 
committed with pistols. 

Opponents of ihe law. including 
the National Rifle Association, 
said they would immediately chal- 
lenge it in the courts. 

Pistols owners among the city's 

700.000 residents will have 120 
days in which to get rid of their 
weapons before they become 
liable to 30 days imprisonment 
and $500 fine. 

The law does not apply to rifles 
and shotguns. Gun collectors, 
members of target practice groups 
and shopowners with police per- 
mits to have a gun are exempt. 


Hinckley 
thinks he 
was insane 


WASHINGTON (R) — Pres- 
idential assailant John Hinckley 
said in an interview published in 
the Washington Post Tuesday that 
he believed he would be convicted 
of shooting President Reagan and 
had prepared of four-page speech 
to read in court when he was sen- 
tenced. 

A jury of seven women and five 
men last week found Hinckley not 
guilty by reason of insanity in the 
March 30. 1981, shooting of Mr. 
Reagan and three others outside a 
Washington hotel. 

The new-spaper said Hinckley 
had telephoned one of its repor- 
ters three times from St. 
Elizabeth’s hospital, a mental 
institution, where he is now- con- 
fined. 

The 27-year-old son of a weal- 
thy Colorado family said he 
believed he was insane when he 
wounded Mr. Reagan and the 
others. He felt “really sorry" for 
Presidential Press Secretary 
James Brady, who was hit in the 
brain and partially paralysed. 

He told the Post he was pleased 
with his quarters at St. Elizabeth’s 
and said that as soon as he arrived 
last Tuesday people began asking 
for his autograph. 

“I like it here so far. Nobody 
bothers me. They call me Mr. 
Hinckley”, he said. 


14 Salvadoreans die In rebel 
attack; 6 journalists disappear 


SAN SALVADOR (R) — Four- 
teen civilians died Monday in the 
most serious attack by leftist guer- 
rillas since they launched a cam- 
paign to cripple traffic in El Sal- 
vador. police said. 

Military sources in Sue hi to to, 
45 kilometres northeast of the 
capital said six journalists, includ- 
ing a Briton, covering the killings 
had disappeared from the town 
and two vehicles they were using 
had been found abandoned. 

Eight people, including a judge, 
were killed when the rebels 
arracked a bus after its driver 


ignored an order to halt outside 
the army-held town. Six other 
people died later in hospital 
police said. 

ihe rebels also killed two sol- 
diers and two National Guard- 
smen in an ensuing battle. 

The sources said the missing 
journalists were Julian Harrison, a 
cameraman with British Inde- 
pendent Television News, three 
Guatemalans, two of them work- 
ing for the U.S. news network 
NBC and two unidentified Sal- 
vadoreans. 


Heaves to left, right and centre in El Salvador’s tug-of-war

SAN SALVADO R — Armed and 
advised by the United States, El 
Salvador's armed forces are fight- 
ing left-wing insurgents in a 
worsening civil war which neither 
side can hope to win. 

“There can be no purely milit- 
ary solution to the conflict," said 
Defence Minister Jose Guillermo 
Garcia in an interview. 

“It has to be solved through 
political as well as military means. 
But as long as the subversives 
enjoy support from outside, from 
Cuba and Nicaragua, they will 
continue to fight us." 

In the left-wing view of a con- 
flict which has killed more than 

30,000 people in the past two and 
a half years, prospects for negoti- 
ations have been dimmed by con- 
tinued U.S. military aid for the 
government after elections which 
strengthened the extreme right 
here. 

A relative lull in the war fol- 
lowed the March 28 elections, but 
the fighting gathered momentum 
again early in June and Gen. Gar- 
cia was speaking against the back- 
ground of some of the fiercest bat- 
tles since El Salvador's deep- 
rooted economic and social prob- 


lems erupted into civil war in 
1979. 

Control of the assembly went to 
a coalition of right-wing parties 
including many of those politi- 
cians most adamantly opposed to 
peace talks with the rebels, who 
promptly vowed to fight on. 

Early in June, guerrillas overran 
the northeastern town of Perquin, 
a move which prompted the army 
to dispatch about 3,000 of its best 
men to the area to flush them out. 

The government troops 
included the Belloso battalion, the 
first Salvadorean unit trained in 
the United States. It went through 
a three-month counter-insugency 
course at Fort Bragg, North 
Carolina, earlier this year. 

If the guerrillas' motive for the 
seizure of Perquin and the nearby 
San Fernando area was indeed 
international publicity, it was suc- 
cessful. 

On June 17, their radio station 
announced that Deputy Defence 
Minister Francisco Adolfo Cas- 
tillo had been killed when his 
helicopter was brought down by 
machinegun fire. 

The i army confirmed CoL Cas- 
tillo’s death but said he bad been 
killed in a crash. A day later, the 
guerrilla radio said the colonel was 
alive and being held prisoner.

Evenly matched 

By a military rule of thumb, a 
conventional army needs a 1(M 
superiority to wipe out a guerrilla 
force. Military experts say the two 
sides are evenly matched now, 
with the numerical inferiority of 
the insurgents offset by jungle ter- 
rain ideally suited for guerrilla 
warfare. 

“As long as they are supplied 
with arms, the guerrillas can last 
practically indefinitely in the for- 
ests and hills. If they take a town 
and army pressure becomes too 
much, they simnly melt away," 
said a Western counter- 


insurgency specialist. 

“Once the army leaves, the 
guerrillas re-emerge. And there 
you go, play it again, Sam.” 

Col Castillo’s helicopter came 
down on the way to Perquin on the 
day modern ground -attack jets 
supplied by the United States 
went into action for the first time, 
giving a new dimension to the war.

At a routine press conference, the 
government spokesman 
repeatedly answered- ‘.no com- 
ment” when pressed by reporters 
to confirm or deny reports that the 
killers of Yousef Sibai had been 
freed. A promised government 
statement did not materialise. 
However, well-informed sources 
said the two Arab prisoners were 
freed last Thursday and flown to 
Iraq. 

King Fahd gives 
$11.7 million 
to Saudi poor 

BAHRAIN (R) — King Fahd of 
Saudi Arabia, who succeeded to 
the throne two weeks ago, has 
ordered that 4Q million riyais 
($11.7 million) be distributed 
among the poor of his kingdom, 
the official Saudi press agency said 
Monday, An unspecified amount 
will also be spent paying off debts 
of deserving citizens, the agency 
said. 

Kurds attack guards 
in Mahabad 

LONDON (R) — An attack by 
Kurdish guerrillas on die Saleh 
barracks in the northwest Iran city 
of Mahabad sparked gun battles in 
which 64 people were killed, the 
Tehran evening newspaper 
Etela'at reported. The paper said 
200 Kurds who raided the gar- 
rison with automatic rifles were 
repulsed after a five-hour battle 
with Revolutionary Guards. It 
added that 60 guerrillas were 
kiUml or wounded while four 
guardsmen died in the fighting. 
Etela'at did not say when the dash 
took place. 

Maltese begin 
civil disobedience 
campaign 

VALLETTA, Malta (R) — Shops 
in several Maltese towns were 
dosed Tuesday as pan of a cam- 
paign of civil disobedience and 
passive resistance launched by the 
Maltese Nationalist Party to pro- 
test against the outcome of last 
December's genera] election. 
Worst-affected areas appeared to 
be Valletta, the towns of Sliema 
and Hamrun and some com- 
munities further inland. The situ- 
ation was normal in places where 
the ruling Malta Labour Party has 
most support. 

Africans call for 
an end to 
OAU boycott 

LOME (R) — Four Wert African 
heads of state called at a meeting 
in Lome Tuesday for a frill atten- 
dance at an Organisation of Afri- 
can Unity (OAU) conference to 
be held in Libya in August, which 
is faced with a boycott over the 
Western Sahara conflict. Ah offi- 
cial stateme.nt.said the presidents 
of Togo, Niger, Benin and Upper 
Volta, felt that only a full and 
well-attended debate could pre- 
serve African unity “laboriously 
created over the last 20 years."
